by him on the 4th November, 1944, as subse- 
quently . amended from time to time the Chief 
Commissioner is pleased under sectioi 3 of the 
Essential Supplies (Temporary Powers) Act, 
1946 (XXIV of 1946) as applied to British 
Baluchistan by virtue of the Government of 
India, External Affairs Diqjartment, Notifica- 
tion No. 341-BPG, dated the 28th November 
1946, to make the following order namely : — 

1. (1) This order may he called llie British 
Baluchistan Food Grains Control Order, 1947. 

(2) It extends to the whole of British 
Baluchistan and shall come into force at once. 

2. In this Order unless therfe is anything re- 
pugnant in the subject or context ; — 

(a) “ Food Grain ” means such one or 
more of the commodities specified in the 
First Schedule to this Order as the ( Brief 
Commissioner may from time to time by Noti- 
fication in the official Gazette declare to bo 
foodgrain to which this order applies. 

(b) “ Form ” means a form as set forth 
in the Second Schedule to this Order. 

(c) “ Purchase from the producer in 

wholesale qnantiths ” means purchase on any 
One day in quantities exceeding five maunds 
of any foodgraiys from a person who pro- 
duces the grain either himself or through a 
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tenant and includes purchase by any person 
on behalf of another aa a Commission Agent 
or as an arhatiya. 

(d) “ Purchase in wholesale quantities ' ’ 
moans purchase in quantities exceeding ten 
maunds of any foodgrain on any one day 
from a person other than a producer or his 
tenant and includes purchase ^ by any per- 
son on behalf of another as *a Commission 
Agent or any arhatiya. 

(e) “ Sale in wholesale quantities ” means 
sale in quantities exceeding ten maunds of 
any foodgrain to any one person on any one 
clay and includes sale by any person on be- 
half of an other as a Commission Agent or 
as an arhatiya. 

(f) “ Storage for sale in wholesale quanti- 
ties ” means storage in quantities exceeding 
50 maunds for purchase or sale whether 
wholesale or retail and includes storage by 
any person on behalf of an other as a Com- 
mission Agent or as an arhatia and storage by 
an employer for the purpose of supplying, on 
payment or otherwise food or food stuffs to 
any of his employees. 

(g) “ Director of Food Supplies ” means 
the Director of Food Supplies in Baluchistan 
or any other officer appointed for the time 
being to carry on the duties of the Director 
of Food Supplies in Baluchistan. 

3. (1) No person shall engage in any under- 
taking which involves the purchase from the 
producer, purchase, sale or storage for sale in 
wholesale quantities of any foodgrain except 
under and in accordance with a license issued 
in that behalf by the Director of Food Supplies. 
Provided further that the Director of Food 
Supply may, by special or general order, 
exempt subject to such conditions as may be 
specified in the order, a purchaser other than 
a retail dealer from the operation of this 
clause ; 

) 
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(2) For the purpose of this clause any per- 
son who stores any foodgrain in quantities ex- 
ceeding 10 mounds shall unless the contrary is 
proved be deemed to store the foodgrain for 
the purpose of sale. 

4. Licenses issued under this Order shall be 
in Form A and shall specify - 

(a.) The foodgrain or foodgrains in which 
the licensee may deal, 

(b) The place or places at which Lhe licen- 
see may carry on tho licensed undertaking. 

(c) Tho maximum quantity of each of the 
foodgrains which the licensee may store at 
at any one time. 

5. Application for licenses under this Order 
shall be made in Form B to tlm Director of 
Food Supplies in Baluchistan. 

6. (1) No person being the holder of a 
license issued, or deemed to be issued under this 
Order shall contravene any of the conditions 
mentioned in Form A and if any such person 
contravenes any of the said conditions then 
without prejudice to any other action that may 
he taken against him, his license may be can- 
celled by order of the Director of Food Sup- 
plies. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in 
sub-clause (1) the Chief Commissioner, may, 
in special circumstances without giving any 
previous notice or without assigning any reason 
suspend or cancel a license issued or deemed 
to be issued under his Order. 

(3) A person whose license has been cancelled 
or suspended under any of this provisions of 
this Order may be permitted by the authority 
cancelling or suspending the license to dispose 
of his stocks of foodgrains within such time, in 
such manner and at such prices as may be pre- 
scribed by that authority. 

(4) The suspension or cancellation of a 
license under this Order shall huve effect from 
the date on which such suspension or cancella- 
tion was ordered. 

(5) When a license is suspended under any 
of the provisions of this Order, tho Order of 
suspension shall set the period thereof and 
may also state tho conditions under which the 
suspension will be removed. 

(6) An appeal shall lie to the Ohief Com- 
mission from an Order cancelling a license or 
suspending it for a period of more than thiee 
months under the provisions of Sub-clause (1) 
of this clause. 

7. Any person authorised by the Chief Com- 
missioner or the Director of Food Supplies in 
(this behalf may enter upon and inspect the 

E remises and may also inspect the Account 
ookfl and stocks kept in any shop, godown or 
oth^r place used or believed to bo used for 
purchase from the producer sale or storage for 
sale in wholesale quantities of any foodgrains 
contrary to the pro virions of this order. 

8. If jany person contravenes the provisions 
of clause .(3) or clause (6) of the Order then, 
without prejudice to any other punishment to 
which lie may be liablo, any court trying the 


offence shall order that any stock of foodgrains 
together with the packages and covering there- 
of in respect of which the Court is satisfied that 
the offence has l>een committed, shall be for- 
feited to Ilis Majesty, unless, or reasons to be 
recorded in writing, it is of opinion that the 
the direction should not be made in respect of 
the whole or a part of the property. 

!). Except in silk'll areas as the Chief Com- 
missioner may from time to time notify in the 
official Gazette nothing in this Order shall 
apply to tho sale or storage for sale by any per- 
son of any foodgrain produced by himself or 
by his tenant.

(a) “Catering establishment’’ includes a 
caterer and the person incharge of a hotel, 
restaurant, eating house cafe, teashop, coffee 
stall, free feeding centre and any other place 
of refreshment open to the public, club, 
boarding house, canteen, Railway refresh- 
ment room or restaurant car and other similar 
establishments. 

(b) “ Substantial dish ” means a dish 
described as such in the schedule of this order, 

(c) “ Subsidiary dish ” means a dish' 
described as such in the schedule of this 

order. 

3. No catering establishment shall supply for 
consumption or offer or attempt to supply for 
consumption and no person shall obtain or 
consume or attempt to obtain or consume at or 
in connection with a catering establishment at 
or for the purposes of any singly meal more 
than three courses, whether served successive- 
ly in European style or together in Indian 
style, or charge more than three rupees for any 


meal plus the price of any alcoholic liquors or 
aerated waters which may be supplied at the 
request of the consumers provided that no choice 
of dishes shall be offered to the customers. The 
three courses shall consist 

(i) of (a) one substantial dish (b) two 
subsidiary dishes and or in the alternative. 

(ii) of (a) three subsidiary dishes. 

4. Notwithstanding anything in clause 3 cf 
Ihe following may be served as part of a meal 
in addition to three courses namely 

Fruit, jam, marmalade, bliaji, papar, 
chatni, pickles, raita, preserves, ghee, butter, 
cream, curds, buttermilk, sauce, custard 
dressings and such other condiments. 

5. The Chief Commissioner may by notifica- 
tion in the Gazette of India Suspend the opera- 
tion of this Ordjer for such period and subject 
to such conditions as he deems fit.
